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Continuation of 13. Otiier: Applicant's amendment after final will not be considered because it raises new issues that will require additional 
searching. Although the cited portions of Yamamichi does not specifically state that only one hash is performed for the one message the 
Examiner feels that this would be an obvious modification. Yamamichi, paragraphs 67-69, teaches performing one hash for each message, 
but is silent in how many hashes are performed if mulitple encryptions are done (as seen in paragraphs 11-14.) The Examiner feels that It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to only perform one hash for each message 
to be encrypted because only one hash is needed. If multiple hashes are performed the resulting hash values will all be the same because 
the original message that is hashed is the same each time. Therefore, the Examiner feels that if the amendment after final was admitted the 
cited prior art would still cover the amended limiations. 
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
